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• Continuation of 3. NOTE: In the response to the Final Office action filed on 12/14/06, applicant cancels claims 51 and 52. Therefore the 
1 12th rejection has been withdrawn with respect to the amendment. Applicant has amended claim 1 1 to recite "said first key data to copy 
first contents data stored originally in a compact disc", claims 1 1 and 22 as amended now reciting that key data is used to "copy" data that 
was "originally" stored in a compact disc, raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. Applicant argues that 
Zhang in combination with Sims do not disclose performing authentication between the data processing apparatus and the reproducing 
apparatus. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The final office action on page 6 shows that Zhang discloses authentication is performed 
between the data processing apparatus and the reproducing apparatus (column 6, lines 47-50). In addition, Sims discloses a disk key 
may be used as a content key as well as authentication key, "disk key may be an identifiation information utilized in identifying the media 
to an external source" (see paragraph 81), see paragraphs 112-114 for authentication using the disk key. For at least the reasons 
mentioned above, a request for reconsideration has been considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
